Don’t you know 
our competitors never dreamed of accusing us of this 
or any other crime? 

No, no, S‘imy, it was foolish, puerile, ridiculous. 
Lie, if you want, lie damnably. We al know you can. 
But think before you lie. Make it plausible. 








WE ARE not, as a rule, disposed to favor socialistic 
measures calculated to improve conditions by unnat- 
ural stimulus, but Massachusetts is main- 
Giving taining a department that merits the 
Nature thorough consideration, if not the 
a Shove. earnest support, of all industrial classes. 
\Vhile the Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics of Labor 
has been in existence some time, it has .only lately 
made a determined effort to investigate industrial op- 
portunities offered by different sections of the state. 
In order to ascertain what towns and small cities in 
Massachusetts were inviting places for investment of 
capital, and in which towns these investments should 
be made, the bureau recently sent a list of questions 
to 321 places. The circular letter contained inquiries 
relative to land, water power, tax rebate, raw materi- 
als, natural products, available help, railroad facili- 
ties, kind of business best suited to the town, water 
supply, light, electric railways and summer resorts. 
The replies were arranged in alphabetical order and 
printed. They make a pamphlet of 150 pages, which 
will be sent not only to the manufacturers and business 
men of Massachusetts but to those of other states. 
The pamphlet gives a more comprehensive and at the 
same time a more detailed view of the industrial open- 
ings in the Bay State than could be got from any or 
all other sources. It is expected to help to a better 
distribution of business and industry within the state 
and to attract to it not a few concerns from without. 
It seems likely that this expectation will be met. Elec- 
tric railways are rapidly drawing towns and smal! 
cities closer together. This tends to solve the problem 
of getting labor in the smaller places, for several smal! 
places connected by trolley can supply enough labor 
for a factory whose demand would far exceed the 
capacity of any one of them. Simultaneously labor 
troubles are causing large employers to look about 
for locations removed from the centers of population. 
For various reasons it seems not improbable that the 
near future will see a movement of some large indus- 
tries awav from the big cities. 
We recommend the creation of similar bureaus in 
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other states. While most of the larger railroads pub- 
lish similar statistics on the same subject, the matter 
seems to require state supervision. The mcre equal 
distribution of population is a subject of prime impor- 
tance—to no one more than to the rural retailer who 
beholds his trade gradually drifting to larger cities 
and the residue sending to the mail order houses 
for supplies. It is probable that a reaction will nat- 
urally follow the “city mania.” It is sometimes wise, 
however, to give nature a little assistance. In this 
case the assistance would certainly be welcomed and 
might prove quite effective. 








Ir Is not at all unusual to go into a dealer’s store 
and find six or seven trade-mark lines of stoves rep- 
resented in his collection. One or two 

Scattered sizes of one line of heating apparatus at 

Resources. the most are offered for sale. Other 

sizes and styles bear a different trade 
mark, and these are oftén totally different in design 
and operation. The evils of the practice are numerous. 
We fear that the only argument in its favor is 
that by this method many salesmen are appeased, and 
though none go forth well satisfied none are wholly 
dissatisfied. 

However, speaking from the retailer’s standpoint, 
we wish to point out that the purchase of many lines 
in small quantities means heavier freight in most in- 
stances and heavier prices in all instances. We.doubt 
whether a single stove manufacturer in the country 
would refuse better prices on a carload, or even less 
than a carload, than on one or two individual samples. 
In this way the dealer who handles many lines is made 
to pay for a rather dubious privilege. 

Then again, the retailer handling many lines has a 
smattering of everything and a depth of nothing. 
Customers coming in for a stove select a certain brand 
and naturally expect the dealer to carry at least the 
more popular sizes of that brand. They are inclined 
to revolt if Mr. Dealer boosts the Heatitquick stove 
and then switches to the Burndirt brand because he 
does not carry smaller sizes of the former. 

In addition to advantages in cost and sales offered 
by purchasing in large quantities from one or two 
concerns may be mentioned time and annoyance saved 
in bookkeeping. Accounts will be minimized; corre- 
spondence diminished. Instead of having six or seven 
payments to meet, the dealer will have one or two. 
This factor is important. 

So far as we can judge, the practice of buying from 
many sources is not prevalent to a great extent, but 
its evils are so apparent and harmful as to make its 
extinction extremely desirable. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

Thirty-five years ago a light-eyed little waif strayed 
from an unattractive roof in nowhere to the doors of 
a tinshop on East Lake street, Chicago. He was rag- 
ged, barefoot and so dirty that to judge from appear- 
ances one might infer that he sprang full-weaned from 
one of the catch basins lately installed in that section 
of the city. In spite of the filth and the apparent ir- 
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responsibility of the lad, his pathetic little tale pierced 
the hardened crust of the tinsmith’s heart and Joe, as 
we shall call him, was given the job of errand boy. 

The master tinsmith’s chief source of emolument 
was a canning factory not faraway. It was Joe’s duty 
to trundle a little cart filled with cans two or more 
times a day from the tinshop to the factory. Between 
times Joe would stand around the shop watching the 
tinners rounding the shiny metal into shape, stamping 
on the bottoms, seemingly molding them into form 
with a caress. The work was fascinating. The more 
Joe watched the more fascinated he became. Joe was 
not fascinated as a bird is fascinated by a snake or a 
street loafer by the erection of a building. Joe did not 
look at the work; he saw through the work. 

Joe slept on one of the benches at night. One night 
he lay down at about nine o'clock, his accustomed 
hour, and closed his eyes to go to sleep. Instead of the 
usual Nothingness, however, there passed before his 
eyes the most vivid array of tin cans—tin cans, tin 
cans, a countless, endless number of tin cans. The pro- 
cession wouldn't disappear. It passed in rotation and 
came around again and again. Finally Joe rose and 
went into the shop. He would try for himself. He 
would make a can with his own dirty hands; his mas- 
ter was asleep. 

But the dirty little hands were not skilled. The can 
would not shape itself. There were dents and sharp 
edges and the edges didn’t fit. Joe went back to his 
bench and fell asleep. The next night he made an- 
other can, a little better but still far from perfect. Each 
night before going to sleep he visited the shop and at- 
tempted the fascinating work. 

Weeks and weeks—all of four years—were spent in 
this manner. Joe was a kind of tinner himself now and 
there was another lad to trundle the wagon. Still 
Joe was not contented. He could turn out cans that 
were flawless, that were smooth, without a dent or a 
kink and utterly impermeable to water with a hundred 
pound pressure, but the work was too slow. The spirit 
of “divine discontent” was born in Joe and he soon got 
to spend his evenings not in practicing in the shop, but 


-in thinking—not dreaming—but thinking, devising an 


unheard of, hitherto undreamed of black devil that 
would turn out the cans, rounded and stamped with 
bottoms at one operation and a hundred to the hour. 
Gradually the plan took material shape. A pattern 
machine was made with all of Joe’s savings and most 
of his master’s. The machine was sold, together with 
Joe’s services and at present Joe is an executive officer 
in one of the largest can manufacturing establishments 
in the world. 

You ask how it was done? Mechanically Joe was as 
little gifted to startle the world as any of the other 
tinners with whom he worked. But in addition to : 
natural inclination for mechanics, Joe was imbued wit! 
the attribute of “divine discontent.” This is the facul 
ty that Carlyle displayed when he tore up his manu 
script and rewrote the whole work; when he correcte 


- and recorrected the proofs; when he ordered the re 


corrected type “killed” and wrote the story a ‘thir 
time. This is the faculty that Americans display in the: 
mad race for money—that engineers display in thei 
efforts to increase the strength and decrease the cos 
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of bridges. It is the attribute that lying in an embry- 
onic state in primitive man burst forth in never-dying 
splendor with the discovery of fire. “Divine discon- 
tent” is to be accredited with all the improvements won 
by man and because Joe was copiously endowed with 
the attribute he found old methods not to his liking. 

“Divine discontent” is not the discontent that a fret- 
ful baby displays. It is not the discontent that drives 
a man to Socialism. A man possessed of “divine dis- 
content” strives not to change but to improve. Accept- 
ing the fundamental principles of nature and life, see- 
ing through them and taking them as they are, he en- 
deavors to utilize them for the ends of man, to im- 
prove upon the creations of his fathers. “Divine dis- 
content” does not mean pettiness; it means largeness, 
magnanimity. “Divine discontent” means that its pos- 
sessor sees through and beyond the old. He is too big 
for the old. 

“Divine discontent”’ in itself may be assigned as the 
single cause for the success of every successful man. 
No man can succeed without it. Various other attri- 
butes entering into the temperament of a man deter- 
mine whether this “divine discontent” will be utilized 
in improving conditions in a tinshop or a studio, but 
the discontent must be present in every case if im- 
provement is to be made, if the subject is to be suc- 
cessful. 

As requisites for success as a tinner, I should name 
“divine discontent”’ first of all. The tyro must also be 
of a mechanical nature. He should have a head for 
mathemati¢s. . He should feel, without in the slightest 
degree showing it, that all in all he is better fitted to 
succeed than most men, but that every other man can 
impart a wealth of valuable information. He should 
feel that his knowledge comes from without, not from 
some fountain of genius within. 

_I should say in summarizing that the tinshop offers 
as many opportunities for success as every field. Its 
opportunities are greater than most. The metals are 
coming into greater and greater use in all kinds of in- 
dustry and practice. The different ends to which they 
can be put seem limitless. Tin is one of the most use- 
ful metals as it is the oldest. While it is not used in 
sO great quantities as iron arid steel, it is used for per- 
haps as many different functions. The ever increasing 
demand for pig tin has led to incessant assaying, and 
with the opening up of new mines the different uses to 
which tin can be put will be multiplied many times.

“This above all: to thine ownself be true, 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any man.” 

In my opinion this solves the question of one’s rela- 
tion to his fellowmen. By adopting this formula, the 
broad-minded or the man who can see through the 
semblance of things, need have no decalogue. Our 
duty to our neighbors is identical with our duty to 
ourselves. 

It is well to acknowledge that misfortune and ca- 
tastrophe follow rapidly if not immediately in the foot- 
steps of evil. Drunkenness,; cupidity, extravagance, 
family cruelty, meanness in business, all have their 
rewards, which are by no means of a desirable nature. 
The man who forgets his duty towards his wife and 
family by spending time and money in a saloon to 
the neglect of his business and his fireside, ends ty 
losing his family, his home, and quickly finds his way 
to the gutter. Cupidity means callousness to the 
pleasures and hopes of life. Extravagance means 
degradation and degeneration. Meanness in business, 
falsehood in correspondence, sinister methods, etc., 
etc., are followed by distrustful and disloyal employes, 
wary customers, uncertain progress and a lack of the 
personal pride that comes from introspective approval.

The incorporators 
are D. F. Kahn, L. Kahn, Felix Kahn, M. D. Kahn 
and T. C. Ratcliffe. The older firm was established 
in 1845 and one of its members was at one time presi- 
dent of the American Association of Stove Manu- 
facturers. 


J. M. Woodruff has sold his interest in the foun- 
dry business of J: Woodruff & Sons, Salem, Ohio. 
J. G. Woodruff, who has been traveling in New York 
and Ohio for a Detroit stove company, takes his place. 
The line of stoves and ranges manufactured by J. 
Woodruff & Sons will be improved, steel ranges and 


gas heaters being added. The company announces 
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important bargains for immediate shipment in cast 
cooks and ranges. For the present, the firm name 
will remain the same. 

The annual dinner for the salesmen of the Charter 
Oak Stove and Range Company, St. Louis, was ren- 
dered more memorable by a novel menu card. The 
dinner was held at the Mercantile Club, St. Louis, on 
January 2nd. Instead of the customary catalogue of 
dishes arranged in neat but monotonous order’ on one 
card, the delicacies served to the Charter Oak sales- 
men were distributed over seven pages. On the page 
opposite each course were placed a few pertinent bon 
mots, calculated to induce optimistic but serious pur- 
pose. All the officers of the company and heads of 
departments were present.

Consul-General Roosevelt of Brussel!s, Belgium, 
has submitted a lengthy report covering the manu- 
facture of stove polish in that city. It is announced 
that this commodity is sold in all the large cities of 
Belgium, especially in stores dealing in kitchen uten- 
sils. It is made in three forms, powder, paste and 
brick. The paste is the most popular. France and 
England send great quantities to Belgium, in which 
country there is only one large manufacturer. Ten 
million pounds of black lead were imported from 
Ceylon, Italy and Bohemia during the year 1905. 
There is no tariff duty on the importation of stove pol- 
ish in packages and bricks but a fifteen per cent ad 
valorem, which will be reduced to thirteen per cent 
after March Ist, 1906, is levied on a paste form. °

It is 
held that the law violates the United States Consti- 
tution, that it provides for taking property without 
due process of law and denies equal protection under 
the law, the law applying only to the manufacturers 
and sellers of mixed paints.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 


The first session was called to order by President C. L. 
Butterfield, Moscow, Idaho, with the following words: 

“It is my pleasure, gentlemen, to call to order this first 
annual meeting of the Inland Empire Hardware Dealers’ 
Convention, and I am pleased to do it under such favorable 
auspices. We met here a year ago as a handful to what we 
have now. If the enthusiasm to be manifested at the con 
vention that is now convening is in proportion to membership 
as the enthusiasm of a year ago, I know that the convention 
will result in much good to us. 

“It is with extreme pleasure that I introduce to you the 
Hon. Floyd L. Dagget, Mayor of Spokane, who is here to 
welcome us to his beautiful city.” 

Mr. Dagget spoke as follows: 


THE WELCOME. 


It gives’ me pleasure, on behalf of the city, to greet you 
to-day. Spokane is always ready to greet its guests, but we 
don’t look upon you as strangers, but as part of that great 
family of ours of the Inland Empire. 

It is true our family is quite large and growing, and I 
hope it will still grow—I don’t know but I would like to see 
it grow in proportion to the gentleman’s family who told me 
when he came to Spokane he came with two little ones, and 
inside of twelve months his family had increased one hun- 
dred per cent. 

Our Inland Empire, with its vast wealth of mineral, tim- 
ber and agriculture, and its vast possibilities, is absolutely of 
no account without development. The wealth of King Solo- 
mon’s mines would be of no value without some one to utilize 
it. Now, I think, in fact I know, we are all working on the 
same line, and that is the development of this great North- 
west of ours, and to my mind one of the great factors of this 
development is the retail merchant—he is the man who gets 
out into the practically undeveloped territory, and oftentimes 
he denies himself many of the comforts of life to open up new 
territory. He makes it possible, when he becomes the out- 
post, as it were, he makes it possible for the man in the lumber 
camp, and the mining camp, and the farmer, to subsist and 
carry on his operations. The retail merchant finds the terri- 
tory, he assists in its development, and he is the great factor 
in the creation of this traffic that the railroad company builds 
into the territory to get. Only in exceptional cases does a 
railroad company build into a territory before there is traffic 


there, but the merchant must go ahead, and, as I say, create 
that traffic; he must be there before the wholesaler can do 
business. He is rather the traveling salesman in opening up 
the territory. 

Spokane, while it is a beautiful city—we are proud, not 
only of our streets, and our business houses, and our homes, 
and our parks, and our schools, and our churches, and all of 
that, but Spokane is but a reflection of the development of 
the country about us. I am a member of the One Hundred 
and Fifty Thousand Club, but I don’t want to see 150,000 
people in Spokane in five years from now, without there is a 
proportionately large increase in the population of the sur 
rounding country. I know in a very short time—in the next 
five years—that we will have half a million people in the 
Inland Empire, and if we do we will certainly have a good 
town of Spokane. 

Now, I don’t want to make any long address, but simply 
that we want to welcome you, and our latch string is out, and 
in the language of the Orienta!, “Our house is yours—take it 
and use it.” Now, if there is anything you want, take it and 
use it, and if you don’t see what you want, I ask that you 
step to the telephone and call up 557, and we will send it to 
you. 


President Butterfield responded as follows: 


PRESIDENT BUTTERFIELD’S RESPONSE. 


In behalf of the association, in response to your cordial 
welcome, it is my pleasure to say that this is the third time 
that we have been welcomed to your beautiful city, and each 
welcome seems to be more hearty than that which preceded it 

We are fond of coming to see you, and we know that 
that is what you desire, for the reason that cordiality of feel- 
ing between the dealers of the Inland Empire and the mer 
chants of this beautiful city of Northern Washington, is what 
brings trade to you. It will bring a trade that will remain 
with you, and one that rival cities cannot take from you, no 
matter what their inducements. The same spirit of interest, 
and that same spirit which will tend to buiid this association 
up and to advance its interests, is what will carry Spokane 
on to reach the goal which we know your citizens as a whole 
desire; and I will venture to say that there are none in this 
room but who will agree with me in paying to your city the 
highest compliment which at this time seems apropos, and that 
is to state that in 1910 the population of Spokane will not 
only have reached the figure mentioned by your Mayor, 
but will have exceeded those which the most enthusiastic 
membets of your One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Club 
desire. 

The opening adcress by President Butterfield proved ex 
tremely interesting, characterized as it was by vigor and 
breadth of vision. Mr. Butterfield said: 


PRESIDENT’S WELCOME. 


On assembling for our first annual meeting, I feel that we 
have cause for congratulation on the promotion of those ob 
jects for which we organized. Within the year, not only has 
the membership been increased, but the Washington Hardware 
and Implement Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association 
has been successfully launched with every prospect of success. 
At our June meeting the cordiality between the dealers and 
competitors was noticeable, and the round of good cheer which 
is here manifest indicates that the ties of ‘friendship are 
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strengthening. The year has not passed without its trials. 
Some dealers in their anxiety for business have trespassed at 
times upon the trade rights of others, but as we grow in years 
this will be gradually eliminated in all localities, as it has 
now been wholly in many places where previously no rights 
were accorded, and the placing of goods was the main object, 
whether for safely sold being of secondary importance. 

We are to be congratulated upon the successful work of 
our secretary, and the committee on insurance are to be con- 
gratulated for their efficient service. All your officers have 
had but one object in view, and have unhesitatingly worked 
for that end—viz., the good of the organization and the better- 
ment of trade conditions in our territory. At this time I desire 
to extend my sincere thanks to each member for his loyal 
support, and to my fellow officers and members of committees 
for their valued assistance. There are to be elected at this 
session four members of the board of directors for a three- 
vear term, and also officers of the association, excepting the 
secretary, who is, according to the by-laws, appointed by the 
board of directors. I bespeak for my successor the loyal and 
active support of each member in carrying forward the work 
to the accomplishment of much good, and to the direct profit 
of the implement and hardware business of this new, most 
fertile and prosperous section. 

EXCHANGE. 

I desire to call«your attention to a feature which was 
spoken of at our previous meeting, but has not yet been in- 
corporated among our permanent accomplishments: it is the 
exchange. 

Any well stocked store will at times accumulate a surplus 
of certain goods, but the articles that are surplus at one town 
may be short at another, and by members listing with the sec- 
retary the goods they would like to be relieved of, they may 
find a quick market, thereby turning dead stock into live 
money and by communicating with the secretary when they 
need something especially quick, or that possibly may not be 
obtained from jobbers, they will obtain the wares needed, 
accommodating customers and receiving the profits of the 
deal. 

We must keep in mind the main local objects of our as- 
sociation—viz., eradicating the losses and leakages of busi- 
ness, discontinuing that which is questionable as a money- 
maker, refraining from selling to doubtful customers other 
than on good security. To sell closer to cash, to endeavor 
to get in closer touch with the manufacturers and jobbers, so 
that they may have confidence in the retail merchant that when 
times tighten, as they some time must, extensions may be 
granted on terms not onerous, that the dealer may continue 
in business and as times improve work out of his embarrass- 
ment rather than going into bankruptcy, and having the stock 
of goods thrown on the market for sale at what they will 
bring. To have the relation of the manufacturers and jobbers 
so closely in touch with the retail interests that when a stock 
must be closed out, the goods will be taken and resold to 
dealers handling the same lines, thus protecting the trade 
against cut prices and demoralized methods. 

VITAL QUESTIONS. 

The active subjects for discussion which are universally 
receiving the attention of all retail organizations are cata- 
logue houses and the subjects of their earnest support—viz., 
parcels post and the delivery of mail to rural boxes by num- 
ber; clothing the Interstate Commerce Commission with in- 
creased powers, and subjects of traffic, also fair classification, 
with the right to mix in car lots goods of same material and 
value. It is through the efforts of such organizations as ours, 
and those kindred thereto, that the privileges have not been 
granted for which the parasites of the retail trade catalogue 
houses have been wishing. 

If the Inland Empire dealers, who have been holding 
aloof from active participation in this association, could but 
realize the vast amount of gratuitous time and labor which 
some of the most substantial and brainiest merchants and 
manufacturers of the country are devoting to these questions 
of interest to them, I know they would not hesitate longer 
in deciding to give this association their most cordial support, 
and in putting their shoulders to the wheel and assisting in 
carrying it forward to the accomplishment of its purposes. 
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The subject of organization and bringing into closer -affilia- 
tion of all men in any way handling the same or similar goods 
is still one which is absorbing the attention of almost any 
business line. Not only have the manufacturers and whole- 
salers of the same line of goods formed associations for in- 
terchange of thought, but they are forming into oné central 
organization to bring their united efforts to bear on matters 
of legislation and traffic. As you well know, the retailers of 
every line are meeting with similar intent to our assembling 
here, and the latest is the “Affiliated Presidents and Secre- 
taries of Trade Organizations,” with headquarters in Phila- 
delphia. 
NO CAUSE FOR PESSIMISM. 

Never has the maxim, “Eternal vigilance is the price of 
power,” been more vividly brought to mind than during the 
past twelve months, and as it is in national, state and munic- 
ipal affairs, to say nothing of great banking institutions and 
insurance companies, it comes down to ourselves, where vigi- 
lance and watchfulness are necessary that we may keep out 
the elements which work for the demoralization of business 
and restriction of profits below a living basis. 

While we are here to criticize the unbusinesslike, with 
endeavor to eliminate the bad, you must not be so pessimistic 
as to feel that the days of fair profits and the attainment of 
high commercial success are past, but with the confidence of 
the optimist, look into the future, believing in your individual 
ability, coupled with the best efforts of this association to 
bring to yourself greater prosperity and to.us credit for the 
work accomplished. If you are inclined to feel otherwise 
than buoyant, compare your privileges and conditions with 
those of the people of any other country. Stop for a moment 
and calculate the opportunities here in this Inland Empire to 
those of any other spot in glorious America. Stop to con- 
sider that with the advantages which have come to us from 
the sciences of all the past, and with the knowledge of and 
assistance of all prior inventions, we are equipped for de- 
veloping this empire with its untold wealth of mineral, for- 
estry, and soil, as no other people ever were—we ought to, 
like boys just out of school for their summer vacations, throw 
up our hats and hurrah for the privilege that is ours of placing 
or commercially assisting to place this Inland Emipre into the 
place it is destined to take, but to do this each must put some 
energy to the work. Those who have been watching must 
come forward and pull, making our organization a strong 
potent, forceful factor in building up commercial America 
west of the Rockies. 





At the conclusion of the president’s address E. W. Even- 
son, the well known secretary of the association, delivered the 
following stirring appeal: 


SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


Seven months have elapsed since we met here in this 
room for the purpose of being mutually benefited by an inter- 
change of each other’s ideas, and experiences in the carrying 
on of our respective businesses. Since then much has hap- 
pened to pull us together more closely in our endeavors to 
earn a living from our businesses. Much as has happened 
to pull us together, just as much has happened to pull us 
apart, if you prefer to interpret the movements of your fellow 
dealers in that way. Cicero says that “Men were born for the 
sake of men, that each should assist the other.” The members 
of this association believe in this adage, and if they fail to 
practice it, I should like to ask that you be not too hasty in 
condemning them before you look at yourself for a time, and 
see if you cannot discover at least a portion of the causes that 
lead to friction with your fellow dealer. During the past 
seven months your secretary has not done as much road work 
as he should like to have, nor as much as you members would 
probably like to have him do. * But the organization, incor- 
poration and preparing of the Washington Hardware & Im- 
plement Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance.Association has taken 
up a great deal of the time of your secretary that might other- 
wise have been used on the road in-getting new members for 
the association. Nevertheless, we spent some time among the 
members and I shall endeavor herein to tell you of some of 
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has gone into a town wherein all the dealers are members of 

this association I have found that very little friction, if any, 

existed. Where there has been friction found it has been 
due to the lukewarmness of the dealers towards the associa- 
tion. In such cases it is the rule that your secretary is usually 
enlightened by the member telling him of the many under- 
handed things which his competitor has done, and what an 
all-round rascal he is. I have gone into towns with three 
dealers in it, and have been told by all of them what an all- 
round rascal each of the other two dealers are. Neither have 
spoken to the others for years, and all the information any of 
them have upon the subject of each other’s virtues and vices 
is the information given them very freely by the customer 
looking for a concession in price. You can readily see the 
results obtained by relying upon or following up such in- 
formation, 

In such cases it has been the work of your secretary to 
get the dealers together and introduce them to one another, 
and good results usually follow. They come to learn that 
any of the mean things said about “the other fellow” by 
Mr. Close Buyer-willing-to-tell-a-lie-for-the-sake-of-a-price- 
reduction are as true of the “other fellow” as they would be 
were they said of any of the other two. 

On the other hand, I have found dealers working like 
nailers for every dollar’s worth of business they could get in 
an honorable way (which is honorable) and at the same time 
the best of feeling existed between them and they are always 
ready to fight a common enemy, through their organization. 
I should like to say, while dealing with this phase of the 
association work, that in order to be successful we must have 
a majority of the retail dealers in their list of membership. 
I should also like to ask each of you, What have you done 
to increase the membership? To. how many fellow dealers 
have you recommended the association? How many have you 
asked to join the association? Honest criticism is sought by 
your secretary, and in this regard I wish to say that I do not 
care particularly whether it be favorable or otherwise, so long 
as it is along practical lines, and is honest. 

I regret to say that in this matter I have had but little 
help from any, and practical help from few. I received sug- 
gestions from Mr. Plough one day that have netted the asso- 
ciation much in dollars, and hope, much in usefulness. I also 
have received some mild roasts well directed, and to the point 
from the same source. If you would try to do the same thing 
I am sure our association’s usefulness can be increased many 
fold during the next year. 

In passing this wish simply to state that in my experi- 
ences with men I have found it to be the rule that “the other 
fellow” generally thinks just the same of you as you do of 
him, so if you would want to avoid friction, it behooves you 
to think well of the “other fellow.” 

Becoming angry at your fellow dealer is like spitting at 
the wind. The wind can be relied upon to fling the spittle 
back into your face. 

There can be but one way in which to get the good from 
association work, and that is to boost for the association. 
Speak well of it to every one you meet who is interested in 
your line of trade. 

Not the least of the pleasant incidents of the secretary’s 
is the receipt of a letter which reads somewhat like this: 
“We wish to withdraw from the association because So-and-so 
does not do thus and so.” 

I am glad to say that I have received but two such letters 
during my official life, and these letters have been received 
after the parties writing them have received a very urgent 
request to pay their dues. 

In passing this I simply wish to state that so far as I am 
able to observe, this is but a cheap way in which some dealers 
attempt to avoid paying their dues. Had they stated in time, 
or at the time the matter came up, that things were not going 
rightly, your secretary could have then taken the matter up, 
and possibly good could have come out of it to the dealer 
making the complaint. As it was, he preferred to let the 
matter run open until such time as he could have offered it 
as an excuse for not paying a debt which, by every code of 
honor known among business men, he was bound to pay, no 
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matter what happened. As already stated, we have but a very 
few such with whom we have come in contact. 

On the whole, I should like to state that the work of your 
secretary has been very pleasant, and I should like to thank 
the many dealers who have aided me in my work of making 
the association of value to both retailers and jobbers alike. 
I should like to thank the jobbers and the manufacturers for 
their assistance in correcting many minor evils that have crept 
in. They have supported us loyally in most things, but there 
is work left for them and I propose with your assistance to 
put it up to them. I herewith enumerate some that have come 
under my observation: 

1st. If my good friend Plough, we will say, or any one 
else in this territory, should buy a car of plows, vehicles or 
wagons at nearly any of the large manufacturing centers loca- 
ted in the East, and ask that they be shipped to his place of 
business at Wilburhe, would get them shipped all right (pro- 
vided his credit was good) and he would pay the freight from 
point of origin to destination. 

On the other hand, should Mr. Plough (or any one else) 
move from here to any point in South Dakota, North Dakota, 
Iowa or Minnesota—in fact, any place in the middle West— 
they would be delivered to his local depot free of charge. 
Now, the question I want answered is, Why is not Mr. 
Plough’s money just as good when it comes from the inland 
as when it comes from the middle West? Our manufacturing 
friends may argue that a charge is added to cover this, but 
I have the papers here which disprove such an assertion. 
Freight rebates to buyers of Henney buggies, Moline plows 
and Winona wagons are an open secret when given to our 
friends in the Dakotas or in Minnesota. Why is their money 
any better than ours? Why should our’freight rate begin 
at the factory door and the freight rate of these middle west- 
ern dealers begin with the expense of unloading cars at their 
home towns? 

I urge you while in convention to take concerted action 
to have these abuses abated, and if there be any freight re- 
bates to be given, that they be given to the dealers in the 
Inland Empire, where carload orders are the rule, whereas 
back in that country they are the exception. 

Another item to which I should like to call your attention 
is the custom of the local jobbers who charge, we will say, 
$2.50 each for “transferring” wagons, and then in addition 
to this they heap on a charge for drayage, not because it’s 
right, but just because they can. Some of you retail dealers 
may argue with me that this is too small a matter to take up, 
but I want to say to you that I know whereof I speak when 
I say that this item alone cost one of our members nearly 
$25 within the past year, and a few such items will clothe 
your family, if you have one, for a whole year. 

Now, I know that our local friends, the jobbers, will 
answer that the item of expense, known as case and cartage, 
is one that has to be borne by the goods sold, and if not put 
in one form it will have to be put in another. In this I quite 
agree with them, but listen a moment: 

Suppose, for example, H. A. Steinkee & Co., a hardware 
firm doing a retail business in this city on Division Street, 
should telephone to a local jobber for ten kegs of nails; they 
would be delivered to his door free of charge so far as case 
and cartage is concerned. On the other hand, should a dealer 
in any of the towns outside of Spokane order that ten kegs, 
they would be delivered at the depot and a cartage charge 

added to the bill, notwithstanding the fact that the depot is 
about a half mile the shorter haul. I am sure that none of us 
will begrudge Messrs. Steinkee & Co. their good fortune in 
this matter, but what we do mourn is that fact that such 
distinction is made, and favoritism shown. 

Another practice that has come under the observation of 
your secretary during the past summer is the practice of 
manufacturers having lines for transfer in this city, to allow 
their transfer agents to sell goods from their stocks at retail. 
Such manufacturers have certainly got the nickel so close to 
their eyes that they cannot see the dollar behind it. These 
manufacturers carry the stock, carry the insurance and the 
taxes on the stock, and in addition to all this they pay the 
transfer agents a rental for their building. 

Bereft of these expenses it can readily be seen that Mr. 
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Transfer Man is in a position to sell goods at retail at prices 
nearly the cost to you members, and still make good money. 
Indeed, I believe he can sell at the same price you pay, and 
still show a profit, for what goods he ships from warehouse 
he is allowed a “transfer charge” and in case he sells these 
goods at retail he can always collect his transfer charge. 

We will suppose, by way of illustration, that a dealer in 
Oakesdale wants a wagon shipped to himself. The “transfer 
charge” of $2.50 will be added to invoice, and the Oakesdale 
dealer will be compelled to pay same. Now add to the above 
the “cartage charge,” and the freight, Spokane to Oakesdale, 
plus the merchant’s expense of doing business, such as taxes, 
insurance, etc., and you will have the cost of that wagon at 
Oakesdale. On the other hand, should that farmer decide to 
come te Spokane and buy that wagon from the transfer man, 
the cost would be the Oakesdale cost, less the transfer and 
cartage charges, as well as the insurance, taxes, interest on 
money invested and all the other items usually entering into 
a merchant’s item of cost. A good profit to any merchant 
could it but be saved. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES AND PARCELS POST. 

Upon your secretary fails the important duty of arranging 
programs for these conventions, and it is no small task, I can 
assure you. 

Upon the attractiveness of these programs largely depends 
the interest and attendance upon these meetings, and the wel- 
fare of the association. 

The topics to be discussed must be live and intéresting 
ones, and in this connection I desire to suggest that the topics 
to occupy the leading place among them all shall be the “‘Cata- 
logue House Question” and the “Parcels Post Question.” It 
is admitted by every one who is at all posted that these are 
questions of most vital importance to all retail dealers as well 
as jobbers. I think we have been too much absorbed in miat- 
ters right about us to take heed of the most important of all, 
the “Catalogue House Question.” When catalogue houses are 
shipping more weight in stoves to a town in the fall months 
of i905 than the local merchant it is time for you to stop and 
think. While upon the question of stove and catalogue houses 
I wish to call your attention to a letter received by your sec- 
retary recently anent the stoves being sold by these catalogue 
I shall read the letter, and then I should like to ask

Dear Sir—Our attention has been called to Catalogue 
No. 4, recently issued by the Cash Buyers’ Union, First Na- 
tional. Co-operative Society, Jackson Boulevard and Green 
Street, Chicago, IIl., pages 663 and 685, inclusive. 

Some of the stoves shown in said pages bear our trade- 
mark, namely, “National.” It occurred to us that perhaps 
some of the members of your association who were not fa- 
miliar with our line or the line shown in said catalogue, might 
think that they were godds of our manufacture, which is not 
true. Our policy has been at no time, to sell our product to 
catalogue houses, which policy we shall continue. Some of 
the stoves shown in ‘said catalogue are made by the Toledo 
Stove Co., Toledo, O., and Snyder & Baker, Belville, Ill. Our 
attorneys are now to work preparing to prevent their offering 
any stove under our trade-mark. 

In addressing you, if we have not addressed the proper 
party, before whom to lay the matter. advise us whom we had 
better address on the subject. Thanking you in advance for 
the time consumed in reading this communication, and should 
this question ever come up in the association meetings, we 
hope you will state our position for us.

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_ If any of. you are handling this line of -stoves made by 
either of the firms mentioned in the above letter I would like 
to suggest that you write and ask them about it. 

New catalogue houses are springing up, and the new ones 
offer their stock to any one who will buy it. The Cash Buy- 
ers’ Union mentioned in the above letter is one of these. 
This firm burned out a little over a year ago and had diffi- 
culty in adjusting insurance, as circumstances were said to 
be very suspicious. They now claim to be in their new 
quarters, and are beginning an immense advertising campaign. 
They are incorporated under the New Jersey laws. Have 
issued 500,000 shares of stock at $10 per, one-half common 
and one-half preferred. The latter non-assessable, guaran- 
teed 7 per cent annual interest and a share of the profits of 
the business. This is claimed to have averaged 40 per cent in 
the past and expected to reach 100 per cent in the future 
Farmers, mechanics and widows and orphans are all solicited. 
This catalogue is the best I have ever seen in point of quality 
and arrangement—1,360 pages and some colored illustrations; 
costs 30 cents to mail; 15 cents will bring it; one year’s sub- 
scription to their paper, a monthly grocery list, and a whole 
lot of other stuff. The president and manager is of the Jew- 
ish faith and, judging from the names of his assistants, they 
are a bunch. 

The hardware section contains 118 pages, guns and sport- 
ing goods 75. I regret that fear of wearying you prevents me 
from going into details in the matter. It’s interesting reading 
for any dealer, and I trust you will all get posted. 

- While upon this question, however, I cannot pass it until 
I call your attention to the fact that because a catalogue 
house shows cuts, and names prices upon a line of hardware 
it does not always follow that they have the goods in stock. 
To prove this I quote from a letter recently received from 
E. C. Atkins & Co. of Indianapolis, Ind., saw manufacturers. 
The letter in hand refers to a house in New York acting as a 
“fence” in buying goods for catalogue houses. 

“We have sold this firm a few goods at the regular deal- 
er’s discount of 40 and 5, and furnished a few cuts under the 
impression that they were to be used in the ordinary way 
of retailers’ advertising. On being advised of this not being 
true we at once made a trip to New York. Have withdrawn 
all prices and refused to furnish them any goods in the future. 
They. pretend to be very much surprised at our action, and 
while we have notified them to cut out all our illustrations 
from their catalogue we find they have not done so. We need 
not assure you chat this has been quite a shock to us, as our 
policy has always been to keep our goods out of these chan- 
nels, but we also know that other manufacturers have been 
treated. in the same way by this same firm. 

It has taught us to be more careful in the future with our 
electrotypes, and we ask your assistance to place our firm 
right before the trade, and to keep these people from getting 
any more of our products.

This letter is but one of several showing that the work 
of the National Retail Hardware Association is getting in its 
work and is being assisted by many of the best manufac- 
turers, as well as jobbers. 

My reason for calling your attention to this letter is to 
post you that you may be prepared to wink and smile and 
turn and walk away whenever customers tell you they can 
get these goods from catalogue houses. True, the catalogue 
houses may occasionally deliver a saw, but they are getting 
them through a “fence” such as caught the Atkins people. 

The same information will apply to the Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Co. , 

PARCELS POST. 

The National Grange at their recent convention in At- 
lantic City, New Jersey, resoluted in favor of a parcels post 
law, and as framed by the Grangers provides for sending 
packages not exceeding 11 pounds in weight through the mails 
to any point in the United States at a maximum cost of 25 
cents. 

They have made an appropriation from their treasury of 
$10,000 to be used as an educational fund for the dissemina- 
tion of this policy. 
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They are in session now at Pullman, Wash., and will no 
doubt resolute again in favor of a parcels post. I have not 
the time nor have you the patience at this time to listen to a 
lot of statistics in regard to the evil effects upon the retailer, 
should the parcels post, as proposed by-the Grangers and the 
Postals Progress League (another name for the catalogue 
houses) become law. It is universally conceded by jobbers 
and retailers that the enactment of such a law will result in a 
vast curtailment of the jobbing and retail business. In fact, 
| think it threatens the annihilation of the retail dealers, es- 
pecially those located in agricultural sections. It therefore be- 
hooves you one and all to get together, and oppose all efforts 
being made to enact a parcels post law during the present 
session of congress. I should like to suggest that you, one 
ind all, write a letter to your representatives in congress, 
impressing upon them the demoralization and injury that 
would be done you from the enactment of the proposed par- 
cels post law. Instead of securing the adoption of this meas- 
ure, urge upon them the importance and benefits to be de- 
rived through one cent letter postage law, as the enactment 
of one of these measures means the defeat of the other, and I 
am sure you will all agree upon the importance df the one- 
cent letter postage proposition. 

OUR PEDDLERS LAW, 

from which we expected much, has been in force since June 
oth, and in September of the present year we made an arrest 
at Davenport of a peddler and the law was not sustained by 
the trial judge. An appeal was taken to the supreme court, 
where. we have every reason to believe that the decision of 
the trial court will be reversed. The expense of getting this 
law enacted was borne personally by some of our members, 
whom we hope to see reimbursed for their outlay. A fund 
should also be provided by this association with which to de- 
fray the expenses of carrying this case up for a decision. If 
the present law will not hold, we should know it now, and 
get lined up for one that will hold at the next session of the 
legislature. , I hope that this will be attended to. 

Many letters have come to me suggesting a scheme of 
syndicate buying from brokers in the East. At least they 
claim to be brokers, and I have no way of disputing the claim, 
but in the light of past experience I am led to the belief that 
they propose a system whereby they hope, with the aid of 
retail dealers, to be enabled to get possession of lines of goods 
which they intend to turn over to catalogue houses. Another 
“fence,” in other words. 

CANVASSERS. 

There is a great deal of diversity of opinion among our 
membership as to the advisability of cutting out canvassers. 
Much was said about it at our summer meeting and those 
who spoke at that time seem to favor their abolition. Noth- 
ing definite has been done in the matter, and I trust that your 
deliberation at this time will result in unanimous and concerted 
action looking ot a solution of the question, either for or 
against canvassers. 

TWINE. 

During the past season we were very successful, as a 
general rule, in maintaining a price upon twine that would 
net our members a fair return upon their investment. There 
were ‘localities where this was not done, as was to be expected, 
but wherever we failed, our failure was not due to the actions 
of the regular trade. It was invariably the cross roads gro- 
cery, the grain buyers and others not dependent upon the 
implement business for a living. They cut the price in order 
to make a leader out of. twine. Ten per cent is little enough 
to make on twine, and yet if we count the cost of doing busi- 
ness in this country at 10 per cent, not one of our members 
made 10 per cent on his twine business during 1905. 

In conversation with a gentleman who is a large jobber 
in twine, he told me during the season of 1905 that the price 
our members were trying to obtain for twine was entirely 
too high. I asked him if he considered 10 per cent too much 
profit, and he said no, but that we were getting 20 per cent. 
When I called his attention to the cost of doing business, 
which should be added to the cost price of twine, he demurred, 
ind said “that is not the way they figure it.” I went to school 
in a wholesale house and a pretty good one at that, and I 
was taught to add to the cost of goods the expense of doing 
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business, and this gentleman is the first successful business 
man I ever met who advocated any other method. 

Why should not twine bear its just proportion of the ex- 
penses of carrying on a business? And if it should not bear 
its just portion of the expenses, what portion of your stock 
should? I trust that the twine problem will be solved: before 
we adjourn for the June meeting. 

FREIGHT RATES. 

Effective June 6th, 1905, we had a reduction in the rate 
on agricultural implements in L. C. L. lots made by the N. P. 
Ry., G. N. Ry., and the O. R. & N. Co., either main line or 
branches plying in conjunction with the main lines, west of 
Hauser Junction. The reduction was from first to third class, 
and amounted to about 33 1-3 per cent. 

The rate did not apply to points on the Spokane Falis and 
Northern, and I recommend that, in justice to our members 
north of us, we lend our aid in an endeavor to get a propor- 
tionate reduction for them. 

I should also like to call your attention to the efforts of 
the catalogue houses to get the rate on agricultural imple- 
ments, buggies and stoves reduced, and the C. L. rate raised 
so as to enable them to get more of this business. We need 
to use our influence to prevent such a thing becoming a fact. 

During the past summer my attention has been called, 
several times, to a so-called custom with local jobbers of 
naming liverymen a price on spring work, somewhere between 
the regular trade price and the retail price. Why a livery- 
man’s money should buy more goods than any other consu- 
mer’s is a thing not exactly clear to the average mind in the 
retail trade, and I’m sure that much friction can be avoided 
if jobbers will decide to confine their sales efforts to their 
regularly established retailer. Some have argued that if they 
did not get this business, others would, and cite their efforts 
at landing a livery job occasionally as an evidence of fore- 
handedness, but I am inclined to think that what they, in 
these cases, regard as forehanded is simply four-footed. I 
should like to have this question taken up and I am sure that 
if taken up in the right spirit, can be worked to a satisfactory 
understanding. Jobbers have always evinced a desire to help 
us whenever called upon to do so, and I am sure that in this 
case no exception will be noted. 

I do not think that a manufacturer’s or a jobber’s interest 
in his goods ceases when he has loaded them safely into the 
car for shipment and taken a clearance from the railroad. 
I believe that it is his duty to see that the goods are sold, 
and at a profit that will enable the dealer to live and pay his 
expenses. If he fails to do so the jobber or manufacturer 
suffers. I would therefore like to suggest that the experi- 
ment be tried with the wagon trade the coming season. This 
is it: 

The manufacturers and jobbers in wagons appoint a com- 
mittee, said committee to meet a committee from this asso- 
ciation for the purpose of fixing a minimum retail price at 
which wagons shall be sold. Then if a dealer refuses to get 
such prices his supply be cut off, and if he is prevented from 
getting such a price by the machinations of a competitor, that 
the competitor’s supply be cut off. Think it over. 

I also wish to call your attention to our insurance asso- 
ciation, and I trust that when you have learned more about 
it you will be ready to support it. President Lucas of the 
insurance association and Vice-President Loy are both here 
to enlighten you, and I am sure you will be interested by what 
they have to say. 

During the past seven months your secretary has written 
twenty-nine circular letters and sent them to all our members. 
This is on an average of about one each week. Some of these 
have gone to non-members in the hope that we might interest 
them in the association and fts work. I have sent out approx- 
imately 5,000 pieces of mail matter, and I am satisfied that it 
has paid. Our association has in good standing at the present 
time 140 members, and if those here who are in arrears will 
kindly pay their dues we will have a great many more 

I do not count as members any one upon the rolls who is 
six months in arrears, as the by-laws do not permit me to 
do so. 

In conclusion I wish to thank such members as have given 
so freely of their time in trying to further the welfare of the 
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association during my official life. To the president, who has 
at no time been too busy to give of his time and able counsel 
in the association work. To Mr. Fridaker, our treasurer, who 
has never been too busy to give of his time and ability in 
anything affecting our welfare. Also to Mr. Plough, for the 
many valuable suggestions he has given me. There are others 
whom I might mention, but no disinterested person has ad- 
vanced our interests more than Mr. Waggoner. I wish also 
to thank the traveling men who have aided us in many ways 
in securing new members. 

My contact with jobbers and manufacturers has been 
pleasant, and I have always found them ready and willing to 
help us in every way possible. 

I hope that your deliberations will cover each of the sug- 
gestions herein set forth, for they are matters that have come 
up in the regular way in association work. 

Gentlemen, I thank you. 


THURSDAY MORNING. 

The meeting called to order at 10:20 o'clock by the presi- 
dent, who announced that the first order of business would be 
the election of officers. 

THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The nomination of E. E. Lucas, Davenport, Washington, 
for president was made and seconded. It was moved the nom- 
inations be closed. 

Mr. Lucas: Before the motion is carried, I would like 
to say I thank you very much for the compliment in nom- 
inating me for this office, but I should like to nominate another 
member of this association; I would like to put in nomination 
the name of Mr. Butterfield, our present president—the pres- 
ent incumbent; he has served us well in the progress of this 
organization, and we are all satisfied with his work. Of 
course my firm is already largely represented in this organiza- 
tion, that is, in the insurance department of it, and Mr. But- 
terfield’s record has been so good that I think he ought to 
serve another term, and with the consent of the one who sec- 
onded the motion, and also if the gentleman who made the 
other motion will withdraw his motion, and also the second 
be withdrawn, I would like to put in nomination Mr. Butter- 
field for the office of president. 

THE PresipENT: Don’t consent, gentlemen; just let me 
have the floor for a moment. Of course I thank Mr. Lucas 
very much for the high compliment he has paid me, and I 
believe that the gentleman who placed Mr. Lucas in nom- 
ination, has made a most excellent one, and if Mr. Lucas is 
elected, as there is no question that he will be, there is no 
question about his directing this convention, this association, 
in the proper way, and that the association will be as pros- 
perous in the future, and more so, than it, has been in the past. 
I thank him very much for the compliment he has paid me, 
but in this connection I wish to say that I feel that it would 
be better for the association to have a change in this office; 
and I also thank my friends for their kind consideration in 
this matter, but I feel as though it was altogether best that 
my name be not put in nomination, and therefore I cannot 
consent. 

Mr. Lucas was declared elected. 

After the unanimous election of R. A. Spiker, Kamiah, 
Idaho, for vice-president, President Butterfield called upon 
him for an address. The newly elected vice-president re- 
sponded as follows: 


VICE-PRESIDENT SPIKER’S ADDRESS. 

I feel highly honored, and I wish to thank you one and 

all for bestowing this honor upon me, It came very much 
unexpected to me, as I understood yesterday we were going 
to elect, or re-elect, all of our old officers who had served us 
so faithfully through the past year, and who have guided the 
proceedings of our association from its start to such a suc- 
cessful association as we have to-day. We cannot expect to 
improve on the manner in which they have handled the affairs 
of the association since its organization, but we shall endeavor 
to try and keep up the good work and push it along as best 
we can. There is no question but what our present officers 
have certainly done all they could, and all that we could 
expect, and our association has grown in the past year more 
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than a great many of us expected it would. It was a hard 
struggle to get started, but now as we are on the right road, 
I believe we have a good future before us, and I believe each 
one of us should, and will, do all we can to further its inter- 
ests, to keep up the association and to make it become one oi 
the best associations of its kind in the United States. We, 
of course, are away out in the West, but usually the people 
of the West do things about right, and I feel that we hav« 
started off here, in the matter of our association, about right 
Take our insurance feature of the association, and it will 
soon pay the running expenses of our association, and I have 
no doubt will make us a little money besides, which will be a 
great inducement to the members of this association to get 
into it. Now, what we do want is to have every man who is 
handling hardware implements in the Inland Empire to become 
a member of this association, and we want each one of us, 
individually, to work to that end.

The next thing in order was the report of the insurance 
committee. W. P. Lucas, the chairman, addressed the meet- 
ing as follows: 


INSURANCE REPORT. 

I do not know that we have any lengthy report to make 
in this matter, or that one will be necessary at this time. But 
we wish to state the standing of the insurance matter at the 
present time. 

We have not been so successful in organizing the insur- 
ance company as we thought we would be able to; we are 
continually running up against obstacles that we had not fig- 
ured upon; but as we started out to do the job right, we do 
not feel like hurrying through with it until it is done right. 
We have been organized for a period of two months since 
we have received our certificate of incorporation. We are 
now fully organized and ready for business; the only thing 
that remains for us to do to be able to write insurance is to 
receive the required subscriptions—the required amount of 
subscriptions—which is two hundred thousand dollars; after 
receiving that amount of subscriptions, we are then ready to 
commence writing insurance policies, and can give you the 
insurance as provided by our laws. Two hundred thousand 
dollars in subscriptions is the amount required by the state 
laws. 4 ie 

I don’t know that there is anything more I can add to the 
report, or that anything more will be necessary at this time, 
and I think that this will be all the report we have to make on 
the subject at this time. 





The question of insurance was discussed pro and con at 
this time. The.chairman of the insurance committee and the 
secretary explained in detail the workings of the insurance 
department of the association. The convention then took a 
recess until 2 o’clock p. m. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 


The afternoon session was called to order by President 
Butterfield, who referred to the matter of dues as follows: 

“The first thing mentioned on the program, gentlemen, 
is payment of dues, from 1:45 to 2 o’clock p. m., and judging 
from the time which has been used, the dues must be pretty 
nearly paid by this time; but I think Mr. Salmon has some- 
thing to say about this matter.” 

Mr. Satmon: “Mr. President, I don’t think I have any- 
thing special to say about the payment of dues, but I think, 
in order to make this association a success, each member 
should pay his dues promptly. I don’t think there is any 
excuse for neglecting such an important duty. It is a hard 
matter for our secretary to do work right without money to 
do it with, and my idea about this matter is, after a member 
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has received a letter from the secretary notifying him that 
his dues are due, that if he does not remit within a certain 
ime, that he should then be drawn upon by the secretary for 
che amount of his dues. I would like to know the sense of 
the meeting in regard to that.” 

Mr. WinGate: “I would suggest that the secretary call 
out the names of those who are in arrears, and those who are 
n arrears will step forward and pay their dues.” (Applause.). 

Mr. Grover: “I don’t think that would be right. I 
don’t think there is a man in the house but who has a tender 
:pot. Now, it is all right for the secretary to come to me per- 
sonally and ask me for my dues, but I don't like to have my 
name called out here in this meeting; it makes me a sort of 
a back number, as it were. I think the suggestion of our 
friend here is all right—right to the point. If we owe a 
concern for a bill of goods and don’t pay it within a reason- 
able time, of course, we expect to be drawn on. I think that 
is the best way to do. Now, it is only business, and I have 
had a great deal to do with organizations, and I must say if 
you attempt to call out any names here in this meeting, of 
any members who may be in arrears for dues, that they may 
be offended.” 

The motion was made, seconded and carried that the 
secretary be instructed to draw on delinquent members after 
ten days’ notice, dues to be paid in advance. 

F. T. Larrabee, of Edwall, Washington, was called on 
for a paper on “The Catalogue House: Where Are We At.” 
Mr. Larrabee spoke as follows: 

“T don’t think you have got the right man for this sub- 
ject, because I never made a speech in my life, and every one 
here knows more about this subject than I do, and they 
won’t know very much more when I get through. 

“There are a few things in the catalogue of Montgomery 
Ward which I would like to call your attention to. As far as 
competing in prices with this firm is concerned, I don’t think 
we are in it. When they say they are making the consumers 
wholesale prices, they are not telling any stories at all; they 
are telling the truth. In some instances they are making the 
consumer better prices than we can get from the jobber. I 
will give you a few prices I have got from going through 
their catalogue.” 

The speaker here compared prices quoted in the catalogue 
of Montgomery Ward & Company, and showed it was impos- 
sible for the dealer to compete with the catalogue houses. 


FRIDAY MORNING. 
President Lucas called the meeting to order at 10:30 
a. m., and announced a paper by A. C. Tyler, on the subject of 
“Buying and Over-buying.” E. M. Brannick then spoke on 


SALESMAN AND SALESMANSHIP. 


I am before you to speak on the subject of traveling 
salesmen, their faults and their virtues. I feel safe in saying 
that I am voicing the sentiment of every jobber and manu- 
facturer, that the hardest work he has is in selecting his em- 
ployes—is to get good travelers—and there is more care used 
in their selection by the most successful houses in the country, 
for when they get good travelers they don’t part with them, 
and they become so identified with each other that it is not 
wise for them to part. They are chosen for their character, 
for honesty, integrity, and for the higher characteristics of 
manhood, and they are always expressed in a good traveler, 
and I am thankful to say that the good ones are largely in 
the majority, and when you find’ a traveler who has been on 
the road a good many years representing a good house, as a 
general thing you will find a man of character and reputation, 
ind a man who is worthy of your trust. As proof of that 

will mention a few of the great travelers who have risen 
from the ranks; some of them went out in the country riding 
a sore-backed horse, and some of them walked—anyway, they 
have gotten there. 


GENERAL GRANT. 

I have one of the grandest names here in American his- 
‘ory, who has served time as a traveler. I venture to say that 
there are but few of you here who appreciate the fact that 
Gen. U. S. Grant carried a grip and sold leather out of Ga- 
lena, Hil. I heard of a little incident which illustrates how he 
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stood. I was down in Clinton, Iowa, and a fire had occurred 
in a little town near there, and it burned out a little old 
landmark of a hotel which had been kept by an old fellow 
for forty years. Gen. Grant used to stop at this hotel and his 
name was on the register for several visits, and that register 
was destroyed in the fire, and the first thing the old landlord 
said after he recovered from his first shock, was: “Damn the 
hotel, if they had only saved the register; I had Grant’s name 
on there.” 

There was one characteristic of Gen. Grant which fol- 
lowed him through life and was one of the keynotes of his 
success, and that was his truthfulness. When you were 
brought in contact with the man, he immediately gained your 
confidence; he had honesty, he had integrity, he had truth- 
fulness, and these characteristics, gentlemen, are the founda- 
tions of success of every successful traveler. And you can 
take the heads of a majority of the most successful houses, 
and you will find an ex-traveler either as proprietor or man- 
ager or having an interest in some way, or head of a depart- 
ment, and you will find that ex-travelers are usually there in 
recognition of their sterling qualities—they have won their 
way up. I can see here to-day the faces of many men who 
a few years ago were carrying the grip, and now they are 
managers or proprietors or heads of departments and on 
their way to fame and fortune, and if they didn’t have these 
characteristics, gentlemen, they would not occupy those posi- 
tions. j 

MARSHALL FIELD. 

In glancing over the names of the great merchants of the 
country, there is one whose name will be handed down to 
posterity—Marshall Field, an ex-traveler. He carried ‘his 
grip in Illinois before there were railroads there and rode 
through the swamps of central Illinois, and there he got his 
start. And then the name of Herbert Spencer, of Herbert 
Spencer & Bartlett, was also a great traveler. I met him one 
time in Studebaker’s store, buying a gift for his daughter, 
who, by the way, is now Mrs. Marshall Field; at that time she 
was Mrs. Caton; and we were walking through the show- 
room, and he saw a Concord buggy, and he says: “There, 
my dear, is a buggy I drove 10,000 miles in,” and we shipped 
those buggies to him before there were railroads in that 
country, and he bought one buggy that was shipped to Kan- 
sas City, in which he drove to the Rio Grande and back 
again, selling goods, and in that way he laid the foundation 
of his fortune. 

Now I could go on, gentlemen, and name name after 
name that have done likewise. I cannot pass without men- 
tioning Mr. Simmons, of the Simmons Hardware Co., an- 
other ex-traveler, who to-day is reported to be the head of 
the greatest hardware establishment in the world.. I am not 
prepared ot say whether it is or not, but he is a great ex- 
traveler. 

SALESMEN ARE FINE FRIENDS. 

We have good and we have bad travelers, and I have 
mentioned a few of the good ones. I venture to say that 
I see before me here to-day young men who, twenty years 
hence, you will see at the head of vast establishments, and 
they will work up by their sterling qualities of character. Pa- 
tience is a great virtue, and I want to say to you that patience 
in a traveler is necessary. Sometimes his patience is strained 
a little, but if he is a good one he stays by it, and as a general 
thing many of them have adopted the old saying, that “He 
who learns to wait, gains the world,” although that may be a 
little overdrawn. 

The traveling salesman goes into the business house with 
the -best intentions in the world—not with the intention of 
overloading you with goods—if he does that, he knows those 
goods will stare him in the face the next time he comes 
along; but he will sell you to the best of his judgment as to 
your wants, and no more, and if any of you need any help, 
many of you are located where the banking facilities are very 
poor, and what do you do? You say to this traveling man, 
“T have such and such a note coming due, and I want some 
more goods, and I wish you would carry that note for thirty 
days.” And this salesman says, “All right; we will do it.” 
And he writes to the house, and the house confirms what he 
says. They are your friends, and whenever you need assist- 
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ance they will come to your aid, and to the fullest extent of 
their power, if you are worthy of it. 





The president then called upon W. S. Bilger, Seattle, who 
addressed the meeting as follows: 


MR. BILGER’S ADDRESS. 


I congratulate your association upon the apparent unani- 
mous feeling, enterprise and apparent good will among all 
of your members, and I think you are in a good work and 
should be encouraged, and as jobbers from the Pacific Coast, 
we surely will lend a helping hand so far as we are able to do 
anything for you. 

When we first made up our minds to come to this beau- 
tiful city, which I can say without any flattery I consider 
one of the most beautiful cities I ever visited, I asked your 
worthy secretary, who at that time was visiting us in Seattle, 
about what the membership of your association was, and when 
he informed me that it was over two hundred, I was some- 
what nonplussed, having had some experience with our local 
organization on the other side of the mountains, and the com- 
parison shows a great difference—we had an attendance in 
Seattle at their last meeting of something like forty members, 
and they were highly gratified and congratulated themselves 
that they had such good attendance. Then to come over to 
Spokane and see over two hundred members here, it is really 
a pleasure, gentlemen, I assure you, to be here. I wish to 
commend the good work you are doing and the good results 
that you will receive by this good work, which creates good 
feeling among your members and it gives you a higher ideal 
of what commercial life should be, and the results will surely 
benefit all interested. 

TRADE AT HOME, 

By nature we should be, if we are not, all protectionists. 
Speaking from that point of view, the logical thing for the 
merchants in this territory to do would be to purchase their 
supplies from the nearest base of supplies, which at this pres- 
ent time is this city of Spokane. By cultivating the associa- 
tion and the commercial interests of your local jobbers you 
are building up yourselves. 

Next, if you cannot purchase your supplies, or consist- 
ently all of your supplies that you require, from your first 
market, we invite you to come to the second, to be patriotic, 
loyal citizens, by patronizing Seattle or Tacoma, and by all 
means patronizing the state of Washington, when it is in your 
power to do so, and you will build up this commonwealth. 
In that respect I want to refer to the great principle, the suc- 
cessful principle upon which this government has been so 
successful, and we invite you to Seattle and will be glad to 
see you one and all. We have a very thriving city, and our 
facilities—you will pardon me for wedging in a little busi- 
ness—our facilities are improving every day and our advan- 
tages are equal to anything on the Pacific Coast, and we in- 
vite patriotism when it is consistent, and we should like to 
hear from you. I am very glad to have met as many of your 
members as I have, and I would congratulate you again on 
the personnel of your association. I never met a better lot of 
men, better looking lot of men and more intelligent lot of 
citizens, and as a citizen of the state of Washington, I am 
proud of you and also of our friends of Idaho. Gentlemen, 
I thank you. 





The president called upon George Boal of The Swa- 

backer Hardware Company. Mr. Boal spoke as follows: 
GEORGE BOAL’S ADDRESS. 

I am very glad to be here to-day. Just at the present time 
we are in the midst of moving and it takes one’s whole time, 
and I am not sure that I could get here. I know you have had 
a good meeting from what I have heard this day, and I will 
state a few things about association work. Everything is not 
understood by the majority of those attending the meetings 
here; one thing-is, that the handling of the situation is left 
in the hands of a few to be taken care of. As you grow older 
your association will still be handled by a: few—the rest of 
you will relax into the routine of life and let those few handle 
it who will handle it; no matter what we say at our meetings, 
the work still goes on in the hands of the few. 
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PRACTICAL VALUE OF ASSOCIATION. 


In 1897, or previous to 1897, the jobbing houses of th 
Pacific Coast were at loggerheads and would hardly speak | 
one another. On June 17, 1897, we formed the Pacific Coas: 
Hardware & Metal Association, which has been running ev: 
since, and which is very thriving, and it has done a gre: 
deal of good work and will continue to do so. From tha: 
organization the members of it in the northwest territory) 
thinking that they could do better work, at. the same tim 
formed a separate organization; called the Northwest Jobbers 
Association—the merchants of Portland, Tacoma, Seattle and 
Spokane—and we worked in unison with the jobbing in 
terests of San Francisco from a jobbing standpoint. When 
the jobbers formed their association, the retailers thought it 
was a move to gouge them, but two or three heads are better 
than one, and the ideas of a dozen men are better than thos: 
of one.man, and the point I want to make is that the good 
that comes out is brought out by a number of people, and it 
can only be brought out by association work. There exists 
the National Hardware Association and the Pacific Coast 
Association ; they meet annually together—that is, at the same 
time and in the same place—and in that way things are 
brought out for discussion and papers are read, and the ideas 
are distributed among us. 

The history of the whole hardware business is that there 
are very few men who have amassed fortunes, but hardwar: 
men have amassed enough money to live well on and have 
that part of life which makes it interesting. to work. They 
are enthusiastic and they have been well educated, or else 
they would go down and have to go out of business, and we 
know that the failures in the hardware business are few. 

If you will allow me to suggest that you do help your sec- 
retary and your executive committee by writing letters that 
are not in their lines of thought, you will enthuse them and 
your work is bound to go on; but it is not encouraging for 
those who try to do the work to have everybody lax. I could 
go on and tell you of incidents that have happened, of mis- 
understandings that have been straightened out—things that 
were not true that were untangled—and of men who were 
brought into prominence, and houses brought into prominence 
through association work, and I believe you have had enough 
of association work to bring you to a point where you know 
it is on some good, and while you may go along slowly and 
may not see results of this meeting to-morrow, you. will think 
of this meeting in coming weeks—think of getting together 
at the next meeting and have something you don’t like and 
want fixed up, and if you bring that up, even though you be 
known as a kicker, yet it will only be a matter of time when 
you will come together in a general way and become a 
power, and that cannot be done in any other way except 
by association work. I am very pleased to have had your 
attention; I thank you. 





Secretary Evenson was given the floor: 

“I should like to follow up what Mr. Boal has said about 
writing the secretary. You need not be afraid of being known 
as a kicker—I like it, and if you have a kick, let me know, 
but if you simply carry it around in your breast, whether it is 
just or otherwise, until you either forget it or it becomes a 
sore with you, as happened in two cases—if you don’t kick 
but wait until I-ask for your dues, and then refuse to pay 
on account of the kick, that is not the right thing to do. Don’t 
be afraid to kick—it is a good reputation to have.” 

A. H. Potter was announced and delivered a paper, en

I suppose 
the jobbers have all told you how much they thought of you—

f times here; I wait for the train for my wife from Char- 
lotte to come back; let’s go and get a glass of beer.” So we 
went and had a glass of beer, and he says, “Let’s have‘a 
cigar,” and I took a cigar, and we walked around a little and 
talked a little, and he says, “What do you do—what do you 
sell?” And I told him I sold saws, and he said, “You sell 
you some saws and other things?” And I told him no, just 
saws, and he says, “That is funny; I never see a man who 
sold nothing but saws. Can you make a living just selling 
saws?” And I said, “Yes, I make a living,” and he says, 
“I want to buy a wood-sawing machine; you come around 
and I buy one.” And so I went around, and what he wanted 
was a thirty-inch cutoff saw for sawing cordwood. He asked 
the price and I told him $11.30, and he says, “How you send 
them?” and I told him I would send it with some one else’s 
goods, and he said all right. Finally the old fellow asked me, 
“How much you make on that saw?” And it struck me so 
ludicrous and ridiculous, you know, I says, “About $10.60,” 
and he looked at me a moment and says, “Isn’t it to be be- 
lieved you make a living selling saws?” Well that was a new 
saw I sold him, but I don’t know but what I am talking every- 
thing but the subject assigned, and I understand that there 
is no sarcasm meant. I thank you. 





W. P. Bogardus, president of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association, was unable to be present, but sent the fol- 
lowing letter, which was read: 


FROM THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT. 


When your invitation came to me I was rather anxious 
to come to your meeting and began to make preparations to 
that end, but circumstances over which I had no control have 
arisen to prevent my coming. But I will be glad if this letter 
which I write you shall in any way stimulate you and help on 
the good work. 

Thirteen years ago thirteen hardware men conscious of 
an injustice that was being put upon them gathered at Co- 
Inmbus, Ohio, to organize an association to the end that there 
might be some way developed by which some of the ills they 
suffered might be lessened, if not done away with entirely. At 
first what was to be done by organization was rather indis- 
tinct, but as time goes on and experience is added to experi- 
ence the ideas are being clarified and a more perfect knowl- 
edge of what we want is coming into view. And as state 
after state swung into line with the hardware men lined up 
it became apparent that a national association was needed to 
bind together and make strong the several state associations. 
At first these organizations were looked on askance by the 
jobber as a possible menace to him. But time has developed 
the fact that they are a help to the jobber as well as the 
retailer, and so we have the joint committee of jobbers and 
retailers. Singly and alone none of us could expect to gain 
much recognition, but grouped together we hope to accom- 
plish much. We now have twenty-four states affiliated in 
their association work. What do we expect to do? We hope 
to stir up your pure minds to some of the conditions that, 
while they may not affect you now, will later on if condi- 
tions are not changed. 

COMMERCIAL SPIRIT. 

The spirit of commercialism is abroad in the land, and it 
is a spirit so utterly selfish that anything that obstructs its 
onward move is ruthlessly crushed. The rights of others are 
not considered; in fact, no one has any rights, from the 
spirit’s standpoint, that gets in its way—a condition where 
commercialism has gone mad and, like the car of Juggernaut, 
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moves forward insensible to and unmoved by the cries of 
those whom it crushes and intent only upon its forward move- 
ment. To this spirit we owe the organization of the gigantic 
combiriations and trusts and monopolies that are reaching out 
to contro! everything, and to this spirit, uncurbed and left to 
run riot under the mistaken idea that the seeker of wealth 
has no obligations to his fellows, has led to the conditions 
that investigation is bringing forth to the surface. Condi 
tions so disgraceful that the blush. of shame mantles the 
cheek of every true American as the story is told. To calla 
halt on such things, to demand that more honest methods be 
pursued, to insist that the rights of others be recognized and 
that every mart has his chance, to urge that the rich as well 
as the poor should be compelled to obey the laws is part of 
the work that falls to us as American citizens. 

These greater things we may not neglect as we move 
forward in the work of bettering our position as hardware 
men. To lessen the ‘evils of competition; to encourage a 
friendly rivalry; to make our lives more pleasant by realizing 
that we are in business for a living and not to fight our neigh 
bors, and that if we have a right to fight that we will succeed 
better by fighting with our brother hardware man rather than 
against him; that we have a common enemy that will take 
our surplus energy to overcome and that whatever success 
we may hope for must come by friendly co-operation rather 
than antagonism. 

To face the evil of catalogue house competition we must 
unitedly insist that we be treated all alike; that one retailer 
shall not have an advantage over others; that rebates and 
special prices be abolished; that the manufacturer must not 
give some retailers advantages over others so as to build up 
some very few and break down a great number; that the 
government of the United States shall not go into collusion 
with great combinations to the detriment of the public; that 
the post office department shall not go into the transportation 
business to the injury of the private citizen. There are some 
things that require our united effort to remedy; and to do 
this means the better education of the public in their duties 
to their country and their responsibilities to each other. 


D. F. Anderson°of Rosalia, Washington, a prominent and 
old time merchant in easterri Washington, could not come, 
but sent the following, which the secretary read. It was re- 
ceived with interest. 


FROM D. F. ANDERSON. 


It is with deep regret that I say I cannot be with you at 
this the first annual meeting of our association, but previously 
arranged engagements in connection with the state grain 
commission, of which I am a member, prevént me from meet- 
ing my many friends engaged in our work. Our firm will, 
however, be represented by L. W. Anderson and we are 
with you and will be with you and for all matters that will 
be of benefit to the association. 

The past year has been a fair one in the trade; however, 
as in the past, many farmers and customers cannot make 
payment in full. It has been and is the custom of many deal- 
ers to carry these accounts on the books from year to year. 
Is this right and fair to the merchant? I say no. A settle- 
ment should be made and if a balance exists a note should 
be taken and if necessary security should be furnished and all 
old aceounts be placed in a position to be earning the mer- 
chant a fair return, at least as high a rate of interest as he 
(the merchant) has to pay his banker. 

This is important to the dealers of the Inland Empire, and 
a matter that your committee should take up and discuss at 
this meeting. 

Let us get together on a uniform plan, one that will be 
fair to all parties alike, but such a plan that the merchants 
will not be out the use of a large amount of capital each year.

There is no greater evidence of progress in hard- 
ware lines than a comparison of the shops of twenty 
or forty years ago with the stores of to-day. The 
jumbling together of all kinds of rubbish, for rubbish 
it was to the casual observer, is a sign of decay and 
death in the twentieth century. Hardware shelving 
has created a complete transformation in ninety per 
cent of the hardware stores. To-day the hardware es- 
tablishment is more like a lady’s boudoir. Qualities 
of cleanliness, nifty arrangement and all devices cal-

cu'ated to improve the appearance of the store, the 
facility of getting orders together and the saving of 
time, are desirable. 

One of these arrangements is shown in the accom- 
panying illustration. It is a nail bin made to revolve 
and so constructed that a salesman while standing in 
one position can weigh out from any of twenty differ- 
ent kinds of nails. It is so adjusted that whether it 
contains two thousand pounds of nails or only a few, 
it works easily. It requires only four square feet of 
space for all of the different kinds of nails that are 
ordinarily strewn through the whole length of the 
store in dusty, dark, inconvenient and unattractive 
nail bins. 

The practicability of this bin has been proved by 
thorough tests under all conditions. This point should 
be noted carefully. While many inventors have the 
right idea their products are impractical in seventy- 
five or even ninety out of a hundred instances. The 
revolving bin shown in the accompanying illustration 
can be utilized successfully in any hardware store and 
is one of the most desirable inventions that has come 
to our attention for some time. 

In determining the course of action as to the pur- 
chase of inventions of this kind, the examp‘e of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in sending to the scrap pi'e 
twenty thousand cars to be replaced with improved 
styles should be noted. In more instances than are 
ordinarily considered possible, mortals cling to old 
styles at their own expense and inconvenience. They 
are apt to look to the present, not to the future, and fail 
to see that a small immediate expenditure wil] ulti- 
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mately prove economical. “Penny wise, pound fool- 
ish,” individuals are not limited by number.

SOLIDHEAD. 








Not more than a score of years ago manufacturers 
were known as producers, jobbers as distributors and 
retailers as sellers. While jobbers still distribute, 
manufacturers still produce and retailers still sell, the 
three different functions interlap because of stress of 
competition. For instance, the more progressive 
manufacturers print booklets to be distributed by re- 
tailers, some going even so far as to authorize their 
salesmen to assist the retail dealer in the proper pres- 
entation of the merits of the manufacturer’s particular 
line of goods. Another means has been the manu- 
facture of especia!ly pleasing advertising devices. 

One of these devices is shown in the accompanying 
illustration. Consumers are apt to feel that staple arti- 
cles like nails, tacks, hammers, etc., are not greatly 
differentiated and that one make is as valuable as 
another. In buying goods that are not greatly 
differentiated, it is thoroughly advisable for the dealer 
to take other things into consideration and for this 
reason Solidhead thumb tacks are recommended. 

While this display case may offer inducements there 
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are other recommendations for the Solidhead thumb 
tack. These tacks are made durably with what is said 
to be a perfectly solid head. Again the head of a pin 
does not penetrate the top, but is firmly and securely 
imbedded, making a solid jojnt. This method elimin- 
ates danger of injury to the thumb and prolongs the 
usefulness of the tack. These tacks are made in as- 
sorted colors, red, white, blue, green, buff and black. 
They are extremely handy and their use should be 
more extensive.

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Principles of Intersection. 


PART XXVI. PLATE X. 
(Copyright, 1906, by Joseph P. Coleman.) 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ILLUSTRATION AT LOWER PART OF 
PLATE, 


The illustration shows a gable moulding in an in- 
clined plane. The angle of elevation is 45 degrees. 
This portion of the plate will give instruction about 
the properties of the 45 degree triangle, used in draw- 
ing. The vertical line drawn through the center point 
of the two circle rosettes, extending from the bottom 
of the paper, nearly to the top, is the edge view of a 
vertical plane. I will explain the meaning of “edge 





‘now stand in front at a right angle corner. 


view.” If you stand in front of a building the front 
wall is visible ; you see the surface, length and height ; 
In that 
position you see the edge of the side wall return. In 
projection drawing this edge of wall corresponds to 
the edge of the vertical plane. All the line above the 
ground line is the vertical trace of plane, all the line 
below the ground line is the horizontal trace of the 
cutting plane. This vertical line, then, is a cutting 
plane, perpendicular to both planes of projection, be- 
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cause the two traces of the cutting plane are perpen- 
dicular to the ground line, and two traces meet ground 
line at the same point. Study this until it is fully 
understood. An entire book could be written on the 
properties of the 45 degree triangle. The ground line 
is the horizontal line drawn through base of gable 
mould, extending clear across the paper, as shown. 
If you intersect the mould by the vertical line at top of 
gable the required form of the intersection is shown 
to the left of the vertical line; the circle ornament is 
placed above the profile at top of gable, exactly 
as shown on the vertical trace of the cutting plane. 
The pattern arising from this intersection is obtained 
in the usual manner; space the points of division, as 
shown on the profile of the gable mould, on a per- 
pendicular line, to the pitch of the gable mould; draw 
lines through the points so as to form the pattern 
lines; from the points in the vertical trace draw par- 
allel lines perpendicular to the pitch of gable, to in- 
tersect the pattern lines, numbered similar in points; 
trace lines through the points, giving the required 
form of the pattern, as shown on the drawing. This 
pattern is called the gable pattern. It is also a panel 
pattern, and is precisely the same identical pattern you 
would obtain if the moulding was transferred to a 
horizontal position and intersected by a cutting plane, 
passed through the height of the moulding at an angle 
of 45 degrees. The angle formed by joining two 
mouldings, cut, formed and put together, using this 
pattern, is a right angle. The mitre pattern at the 
top part of the paper, to the left of the vertical line, 
is a square mitre found by spacing the points of di- 
vision, as shown on the profile of the intersection at 
the top of gable. The pattern is found in the usual 
manner and needs no further description. 
INTERSECTIONS AT BASE OF GABLE. 

The base of the gable moulding is cut by a plane in- 
clined to the horizontal at an angle of 30 degrees. 
Notice the intersection of the vertical line and the 
ground line, at a point just below the circle ornament 
base of gable profile. At this point draw an angle of 
30 degrees, as shown. Through the points of division 
as shown on the profile at top of gable draw the ver- 
tical lines, to intersect the 30 degree inclined line in 
points. Through those points draw horizontals to in- 
tersect the lines drawn in the gable, in points, which 
would be numbered similar. Lines traced through 
the points will give the required form of the inter- 
section of the gable mould, by the inclined plane, as 
shown the: first profile below the ground line. The pat- 
tern is found by drawing lines perpendicular to pitch 
of the gable from those points to intersect the pattern 
lines in points numbered similar, lines joining the 
points in the pattern lines will be the required form 
of the pattern, as shown. The vertical lines drawn 
through the profile at top of gable, in drawing, repre- 
sent a moulding in an adjacent gable, the same in- 
cline as the front gable moulding and the same pro- 
jection. When you draw the horizontal lines through 
the points on the incline 30 degrees you revolve the 
base of the gable mould on the side to the front 
of the building; when you intersect the front gable 
lines in points, the side gable coincides with the front 
gable. That is the principle contained in the opera- 
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tions performed to turn a gable by drawing lines, but 
that is one of the ways it is done in drawing. You 
can space the projection of the gable mould on a line 
and draw lines through the points of projection, to 
intersect the incline; it amounts to the same thing, no 
matter how you establish the projection on the side 
return. 


INTERSECTIONS BETWEEN A GABLE MOULD AND A 
SQUARE RETURN AT TOP OF GABLE, 

The projection of the square return is less than that 
of gable mould. Turn the paper towards the right 
describing a quadrant of a circle. In this position the 
former ground line becomes vertical, and is the edge 
of a new vertical plane. The horizontal line passing 
through the two circle rosettes at base of gable is the 
new ground line. The plan shows the gable mould, 
joined to a horizontal return at top of gable, the re- 
turn mould having less projection. The plan also 
shows the horizontal return joined to another hori- 
zontal moulding, with greater projection. The former 
30 degree incline is now a cutting plane passed at an 
angle of 30 degrees to the vertical plane. The parallel 
lines in plan are traces of auxiliary planes passed 
through the gable mould, and also through the hori- 
zontal moulds. The parallel lines in the gable con- 
tinued through the profiles of the horizontal moulds 
are the vertical traces. Turn the handle so as to 
bring the gable to an upright position, then the ver- 
tical traces are directly over the .horizontal traces. 
There are three profiles shown in the elevation. The 
first profile to the right has been established in a pre- 
vious operation. The center profile is the same projec- 
tion as gable profile, as shown by the lines, drawn 
through the profile below the new ground line. The 
third profile has more projection than the center. 
When you cut a pattern for the “Square Mitre” in- 
tersection between’ two horizontal moulds you divide 
the profile in convenient points, space those points on 
a straight line, establish the pattern lines in the usual 
way. Lines are drawn from points to the same num- 
bered lines in the pattern. Lines traced through the 
points in pattern sheet give the required form of the 
pattern for a square mitre. The profile is a view of a 
return mould, the view of the front mould is not neces- 
sary to cut a square mitre. The points of division repre- 
sent the intersection of lines drawn on the return 
mould and also drawn on the front mould. The pat- 
tern sheet is established from the girth of the return 
moulding. When you draw the lines from the points 
of division to intersect the pattern lines you establish 
the projection of the front mould on the pattern sheet. 


HOW TO OBTAIN PATTERNS BETWEEN MOULDINGS OF 
UNEQUAL PROJECTION ANY POSITION 
IN SPACE, 


Make a plan and elevation of the moulds on the 
girth of a mould of less projection, in the pattern 
sheet, establish the projection of the greater mould, 
and on the girth of the greater mould establish the 
projection of the lesser mould. Take two pieces of 
cardboard, one piece four inches wide, the other six 
inches wide, cut the ends so as to form a square mitre. 
On the four inch cardboard you will mark a point six 
inches from the end, to draw the intersecting line on 
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the other cardboard your intersecting line will be 
four inches from end. 

SOLUTIONS OF THE PROBLEMS ON DRAWING BOARD. 

We will take the square return at top of gable. The 
pattern for the intersection of the horizontal mould, 
with the gable mould, is not shown. A square mitre 
pattern for the return mould is shown at the left of 
the vertical line.. The other pattern can be found by 
spacing the distances from a straight line to the points 
on the mitre, as shown in plan. ‘Now take the center 
profile; space the points of division on a straight line, 
as shown in upper part of drawing, through the points 
draw the pattern lines; then draw the vertical lines 
through the points on center profile to intersect the 
pattern lines in the usual manner. Lines _ traced 
through the points will give the required form of the 
square mitre intersection shown in plan. The inter- 
section of the center profile with the square return at 
top of gable, is an inside mitre, and the pattern is 
found by drawing vertical lines from the points on the 
return mould to the pattern lines in the usual man- 
ner. Now take the intersection between the center 
moulding and the extreme moulding to the right. The 
elevation shows an inside mitre intersection, also a 
square return. The plan is shown at top of the paper 
at the extreme right hand end. 

On the pattern lines of the center profile lines are 
drawn from the points on the surface of the other 
mould; trace lines through the points, giving the 
form of the pattern. The girth of the right hand 
mould is spaced on the horizontal line at top of the 
papers. Lines drawn from the points in the mitre 
line in the plan, to intersect the pattern lines, give 
points. Join points by drawing lines, giving the pat- 
tern required. 





A BIG DEAL. 





One of the biggest deals in the history of the sheet 
metal industry, involving the sale of The Berger Man- 
ufacturing Company, Canton, Ohio, and two subsi- 
diary companies to a newly organized million dollar 
Berger Manufacturing Company, for an estimated 
consideration of $900,000, was consummated by ne- 
gotiations that began January 13th, and were com- 
pleted January 15th. 

A big bulk of the stock in the old company was 
exchanged for stock in the new, while the following 
are said to have disposed of their stock outright, for 
a cash consideration estimated in excess of $400,000: 
President Joseph Biechele, Sr.; Mrs. Rosa Klorer, 
widow of the late Herman Klorer; Vice President 
Charles Lang; Superintendent W. W. Irwin, of both 
the Berger company and Stark Rolling mill, and W. 
W. Stephens, connected with the fire proofing de- 
partment. These persons will retire February 1 from 
active association with the concern. It is stated, how- 
ever, that several of these stockholders have decided 
to purchase small blocks of stock in the reorganized 
company. 

The names of the new investors will not be made 
public, and, it is said, that they will take no active 
management in the company, but have simply bought 
the stock for a straight investment. 

The re-organized company absorbs all assets, con- 
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sisting of land, buildings, machinery and stock of 
the Berger company, the Stark Rolling mill, and the 
Illinois Roofing and Supply Company of Chicago. 
The combined capital and surplus of the foregoing 
companies is given at $950,000 and the purchase price 
as paid by the new company is placed at $900,000. 

The reorganized company was perfected in the office 
of Edward Langenbach in The Courtland building on 
January 13. The following directors were chosen: Ed- 
ward Langenbach, William H. Clark, Frank Schwert- 
ner, Charles Irwin, a!l of Canton, and Fred H. Sny- 
der of the Hess-Snyder Stove Company of Massillon. 
The directors chose the following officers: President 
and general manager, Edward Langenbach; vice 
president, Fred H. Snyder; secretary, Charles Irwin; 
treasurer, Frank Schwertner; assistant treasurer, 
Charles W. Krieg. All of these men have been con- 
nected with the Berger company with the exception 
of Snyder and Clark. 

It is reported that all the stock of the new com- 
pany, half of which is preferred and the other half 
common, had been issued with the exception of $100,- 
ooo preferred, which will be sold at a later time for 
the expansion of the company. Preferred stock is 
guaranteed to pay 7 per cent payable quarterly. 

In this connection, it is stated, that the company 
will shortly increase the capacity of the Stark rolling 
mill, probably adding a number of mills. The output 
is now: insufficient, according to a statement to sup- 
ply the demands of the Berger company. 

The Berger Manufacturing Company is well known 
to the trade. Their line of productions is large and 
includes eaves trough and hangers, conductor pipe 
and fittings, cornices, skylights, ventilators, crestings, 
ridgings, finials, steel roll roofing, continuous roll tin 
roofing, V crimp roofing, corrugated roofing, corru- 
gated siding, steel pressed brick, rock faced brick, 
rock faced stone, metal shingles, Spanish tile roofing, 
metal lath, fireproofing material, luminous sidewalk 
lights, metal partition studs, corrugated iron doors 
and shutters, architectural sheet metal work of all 
kinds, stove pipe iron, black steel sheets, galvanized 
steel sheets.

The incorporators of the Friedley & Voshardt Com- 
pany, 194-204 Mather Street, Chicago, which com- 
pany has recently been registered with the Secretary 
of State at Springfield, Illinois, are announced as H.

HUMIDITY AND HEALTHFUL HEATING. 








BY PROFESSOR JOHN R. ALLEN. 

During the last few years more attention has been 

aid to the question of moistening the air in the room. 
[his is a very important consideration. If air in a 
saturated condition at o degrees is heated to 70 de- 
orees and introduced into a room, its capacity for 
noisture is increased many fold, so that even though 
ihe air is saturated outside when it enters the room 
it has a tremendous capacity for moisture. This re- 
sults in the evaporation of all the moisture in the 
room, this moisture being absorbed by the air in the 
room, The result of this rapid evaporation is a de- 
terioration of the furniture, the drying of the house 
plants and a rapid evaporation of moisture from the 
skin of the occupants of the room. This rapid evap- 
oration produces a sensation of cold and in rooms 
heated by very dry air it is often necessary to carry 
a temperature of 75 degrees or over before the occu- 
pants of the room feel comfortable. To avoid this 
difficulty the air entering the room for ventilation 
should have additional moisture given to it before it 
reaches the room. In most hot air furnaces an at- 
tempt is made to do this by placing a water pan in the 
furnace. This pan, however, is usually placed in the 
cold end of the furnace where the air has least capac- 
ity for moisture. The pan should be placed in the 
hottest part of the furnace, that is, where the air leaves 
the furnace. In ‘all rooms heated by artificial heat it 
is well to provide open pans containing water so that 
the evaporation of this moisture will assist in moist- 
ening the air of the room. During the last few years 
there have been placed on the market a number of sys- 
tems of moisture regulation. These are too compli- 
cated and expensive to use in the ordinary dwelling 
house and are used in public buildings. With these 
devices it is customary to keep the air at about 60 per 
cent of complete saturation. 

Another recent invention in heating plants is the 
introduction of devices for washing the air. In most 
localities this is not necessary, but in the larger cities 
where the air is thoroughly impregnated with dust 
and dirt it becomes necessary to remove this dust 
before the air is admitted to the rooms. The most 
efficient method of doing this is to allow the air to pass 
through sheets of water produced by sprays. The 
amount of dirt removed by one of these systems is 
far more than one would imagine. In a restaurant in 
Pittsburg where this system of washing'the air is used, 
almost a wagon load of dirt is removed per week. 
Air washing systems can be introduced without any 
very great expense. As ‘yet they have not been used 
for residence purposes, but it is entirely possible that 
in the larger cities this will become the custom.

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Trade Report. — 


IRON AND STEEL MARKETS. 


Chicago, January 19.—The Chicago pig iron market dem- 
onstrated during the last week that natural laws are not to 
be denied and that the annual dullness following the holiday 
season is inevitable. Sales were reduced to a minimum. 
There were few actual transactions and fewer inquiries. The 
lapse comes especially severe because of the burst of buying 
that took place during the weeks just preceding. Continued 
buying for the holiday season at a time when actual sales are 
usually limited to immediate needs and when immediate 
needs are almost nil augured well for the year 1906. It was 
felt that no serious lapse would occur after the heavy buying 
streak of September, October and November, and that prices 
would remain solid. Nature, however, has asserted her su- 
preme jurisdiction. 

During the last week offerings of southern grades have 
been made on the basis of $14 Birmingham for number two 
foundry. Northern iron is quoted on a basis of $19.25 Chi- 
cago for number two. It appears to be firmer than southern 
grades. There was little buying of either northern or south- 
ern during the week. The only exception to the prevailing 
slump in pig circles is Lake Superior charcoal, which is 
strong and scarce. Southern high silicon irons are compara- 
tively firm. 

Bar iron is stronger than at this time last week. Heavy 
purchases Of rolling stock consisting of in the neighborhood 
of ten thousand cars have developed an active inquiry. It is 
now held on the basis of 1.82%4c and higher, Chicago. Speci- 
fications are above the average, keeping the mills busy at 
their fullest capacity. New business has slackened slightly 
during the past two weeks. Steel bars are still strong, though 
new business is limited to supplementary orders. Specifica- 
tions are heavy and consume all ofthe mill output. 

The sheet market is stronger than for many months. The 
advances of last week, consisting of $2 a ton on black and 
galvanized sheets and $1 a ton on blue annealed, have been 
well sustained. There is no disposition to shade prices. 

Like the pig iron market, the market for old material is 
softening. The lack of cold weather and absence of snow 
is forcing prices down. The recently developed weakness in 
bar iron is also having its effect. Offerings on the part of 
railroads are not being gobbled up as during the closing 
months of 1905. Prices on all steel rails and other heavy 
material are lower, but stove plate, agricultural malleable, 
spliced bars, etc., are without change. 





PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re- 


port: 


The first three weeks of the year confirm the promise 
with which 1906 started. There is a continued good number 
of inquiries and an unusual anxiety manifested by many buy- 
ers to pick up odd lots of iron. There is renewed interest 
among rolling mills for gray forge and mottled, and they 
have bought a good tonnage. Steel makers are particularly 
short of iron. They are extremely busy and may be said to 
be almost continually in the market. Anticipation of ship- 
ments is urged by all customers and furnaces are meeting with 
much: trouble in living up to deliveries demanded. In some 
quarters the year so far has shown a better tonnage than the 
entire month of December, and those districts which are now 
quiet are predicting that all indications point to their being 
much busier about the first of February. 

Basic and Bessemer irons are in great demand and in- 
creasing scarcity. The purchase by the steel corporation of 
150,000 tons for delivery during the first half comes at an 
opportune time and has been under negotiation for over four 
weeks. The firm stand taken by sellers of this lot and the 
report that the corporation will take not only this but more 
if it can be made available during the second quarter will 
influence conditions very strongly. Already there is no 
chance of getting Bessemer at less than $17.50 valley fur- 
naces, and there are some quotations at $18, which will 
doubtless later see an advance. 

Pipe manufacturers have been recent heavy buyers and 


the last three weeks’ business for foundry iron has seen no 
concession from figures registered January 1; on the other 
hand, there may be said to be generally a stronger feeling. 

Stocks on hand at furnaces and in the hands of buyers 
are very low and both yards would be practically bare could 
the furnaces have moved during the last three months the 
iron that they had sold. — 

A number of figures are now available covering the tre- 
mendous progress in commerce and manufactures recorded 
in 1906. It is interesting to note these as they are all related 
to one another in the advancement of the greatness of this 
country. Our domestic exports for last year were increased 
by $98,000,000 over the preceding year, and more than half 
of this amount was contributed by the classification of bread- 
stuffs, showing the large crops of the year and the establish- 
ment of an export surplus of wheat. 

The open winter still continues to favor the coke market 
and supply and shipments are much easier. There has not yet 
been any appreciable effect on the price, which is holding firm 
at last week’s quotation. Several good sized sales have been 
made for both foundry and furnace coke. Southern furnaces 
have recently closed contracts for fuel and there is still a fair 
tonnage under negotiation. The districts have recovered from 
the holiday jamborees and the output generally is larger than 
usual at this time of year. The advent of regular winter 
weather, which may come any day, will serve to throw around 
the operation and movement the same difficulties which are 
always experienced under similar conditions. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly report: 
There have been during the week some very large pur- 
chases of Bessemer and of pipe irons. These purchases run 
into six figures. Apart from this wholesale buying the market 
has-been characterized by widespread dealings in odd lots of 
all kinds of material and for quantities running from car- 
loads up to several hundred tons. Some considerable iron 
has been sold for shipment over the third quarter of the 
year, and there are several significant inquiries now under 
negotiation for this delivery. A good many consumers, how- 
ever, are purchasing as their immediate necessities require. 
Prices are-firm and -sellers in many cases are having trouble 
in meeting contract specifications. It is probable to-day that 
most of the merchant furnace companies are actually behind- 
hand on shipments. 

There is much discussion over the advance in freight 

rates on southern iron March 1. The general feeling is that 
this advance is a mistake. It will tend to lessen the ship- 
ments of southern iron and work a hardship on the pro- 
ducers and consumers alike. As a matter of fact the south- 
ern pig iron freight rates are already high, and there is no 
real - justifiable reason at present why they should be ad- 
vanced. 
Not for years has the situation in coke at this season of 
the year been as it is at present. The exceedingly open 
weather has prevented the customary coke famine, so there is 
more coke than there has been in January at any time since 
1g00. Of course this is a great advantage to the trade, as 
without doubt lack of coke in previous winters has not only 
greatly embarrassed but decidedly curtailed industrial opera- 
tions, 





SHEETS. 


John McVoy & Company report as follows: 

The recent advance on galvanized:sheets has brought in a 
number of large orders, and the mills are so crowded that 
they are now taking sixty days to make delivery. Conductor 
pipe and gutter advanced 2% per cent, as predicted in our 
last letter, the price now for the eastern territory being 70/10 
on pipe and 80/2% per cent on eave trough, and for central 
territory 70/2% per cent on pipe and 75/10/7% per cent on 
eave trough.

PIG TIN. 


On January 13 all previous high records for spot offer- 
igs of pig tin were broken in New York. Leading import-

ers and dealers raised their quotations almost ¥%c per pound 
o 37.10c and finally to 37.35c. The highest previous quota- 
tion was 37.25¢, made in 1888, at the time of the panic 
brought about by the great French syndicate. 

Since that time the market has weakened and on Janu- 
ary 18 the New York Metal Exchange fixed its settling price 
at 63c for January, 35.87%c for February and 38.85c for 
March. Several large purchases for nearby and March de- 
liveries were made at this price. There was a distinct break 
in the London market and declines of £1 on spot were made 
in the course of twenty-four hours. Receipts so far this 
month amount to 1,500 tons. Shipments during the closing 
days of the present month will, it is reported, be heavy. 


TIN PLATES. 

The tin plate market is quite strong. Prices are held 
firmly by the leading mills on the basis of $3.50 f. o. b., for 
prompt shipment. In London tin plates are quoted at 12s 
10'4d. Chicago jobbers quote as follows, f. o. b. cars Chicago:

OTHER METALS. 


The copper market is steadily growing stronger. It is 
reported that the United States treasury department has so 
far been unable to secure three hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds of lake copper for prompt shipment at less than 21%4c 
per pound, delivered. This is the highest figure ever re- 
corded for any grade of copper in the history of the industry. 
A few small lots of the electrolytic and lake grades brought 
19c in the New York market on Wednesday. Casting grades 
are strong at from 18%c to 18%c. Available supplies are still 
small and a large amount of refined metal cannot be ex- 
pected for many weeks. 

Chicago jobbers are holding firmly to the advanced sched- 
ule on brass products and the market is extremely strong. 
Copper is scarce and supplies are being guarded. Sheet brass 
is now quoted with a discount of 12% per cent. Brass rod is 
quoted at 15 and 5 per cent, brazed tubing at 25 per cent and 
sheet copper at 22c net base. The discount on wire brass is 
12% per cent. 

There is only a fair demand for pig lead, but prices are 
well maintained. The desilverized product is quoted at 5.52%4c 
St. Louis, and the corroding, 5.62%c in the same city. In 
Chicago desilverized is selling at 5.55c and corroding at 5.65c. 
These prices are made on nearby shipments from the mine on 
lots of fifty tons and over. Car load lots are 2%c higher per 
hundredweight. Common brands of soft Missouri lead are 
held at 5.87%c in St. Louis. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


Window glass manufacturers, representing 1,800 pots, 
after a two days’ session at Pittsburgh, voted on January 11 
to organize a holding company which will control the output 
of all the independent factories. 

It was decided that each manufacturer put up $300 per 
pot as a bond for the faithful performance of the agreement. 
It is believed that 2,000 pots can be brought into the combina- 
tion. 
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By the formation of a holding company, or big central 
selling agency, for the purpose of marketing their products at 
a uniform figure, the leading manufacturers of hand made 
window glass believe that they will be able to raise their 
quotations on all descriptions of single and double glass on a 
level at which it will be profitable to continue operations 
throughout the remainder of the year and probably for many 
years to come. 

The necessity for a general advance in the prices of 
window glass has been apparent for several months; in fact, 
since the resumption of operations in all of the Pittsburgh 
and mountain district factories last fall, when these manu- 
facturing interests were compelled to pay their union work- 
men an increase in wages amounting to 10 per cent. 

As competition was very keen none of the leading fac- 
tories dared to raise the prices of its products unless some 
concerted action on the part of all the manufacturers could 
be effected. Such action has now been taken. 

The companies interested in this parent organization will 
operate their plants independently, but have agreed to regu- 
late the amount of their output according to the dictates of 
the selling agency, and it is now generally understood that an 
advance of at least Io per cent and perhaps as much as 15 or 
20 per cent in the prices of all grades of hand made glass will 
be decided upon by the central body, to enable all of the 
members of the combination to run their factories at a rea- 
sonable profit with the union wage scale at its present high 
level. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


The growing demand for wire nails and wire fencing, 
especially for smooth wire fencing, is the most remarkable 
characteristic of last week’s trading. Stocks in jobbers’ 
hands are low and from all parts of the country specifications 
and new tonnages are coming in freely. It is evident that 
mills are unable to keep pace with the unexpected require- 
ments of their customers. Prices are strong. Mills quote to 
retailers on less than car load lots as follows: Wire nails, 
$2.15; painted barbed wire, $2.30; galvanized barbed wire, 
$2.60; smooth annealed wire, $2; smooth galvanized wire, 
$2.30; polished staples, $2.30; galvanized staples, $2.55. 

Jobbers are beginning to prepare for a heavy year’s trade 
in staple articles. Supplies seem greatly depleted and the 
low stocks in combination with good prospects are making the 
run on mills and factories abnormally heavy. It is probable 
that statistics will show, however, that trade in winter spe- 
cialties is not up to the mark. The comparatively mild 
weather which has prevailed thus far in the East and central 
West has materially curtailed the trade in snow shovels and 
other cold weather goods. It is possible that a late winter may 
stimulate this trade. 

Despite recent advances in prices of builders’ hardware, 
the demand continues good. Other articles which have ad- 
vanced seem to be faring likewise. Table ware, silver ware, 
cutlery, bronze specialties and, as before mentioned, wire nails 
and wire products are stronger than before the advance. The 
axe market is inclined to be weak. The dissolution of the 
pool is undermining the schedule that has prevailed for the 
last year. 

Hardware conditions in the far West are decidedly satis- 
factory. Skates and sleds, chain harnesses, builders’ hard- 
ware, weather strips, snow shovels, stoves and furnaces are 
selling equally well. It is probable that conditions in Utah, 
Montana and Idaho are better than at any previous time in 
the history of these states. 

The American Wringer Company has issued a new whole- 
sale price list with advances amounting to $1 a dozen on 
wringers carrying a one year guarantee. An advance of $1.50 
a dozen has been made on three year guaranteed wringers and 
$2 on the five year. It is said that advances in rubber, mal- 
leable iron, lumber and other materials have made the higher 
prices necessary. 

At a recent meeting of manufacturers of bells and 
gongs new discounts were agreed upon and advances made in 
common brass hand bells, Swiss hand bells, gong house bells 
and trip and locomotive gongs. Prices have been raised 10 
per cent or more on all of these articles.
